While the Russians have been 


pressing their Baltic and Balkan 
campaigns, cleaning up German 
forces which to a considerable ex- 
tent are already out of the war, 
they undoubtedly have been masj- 


Ing strength for the cnst<;rn front 
pay-off—the cutting off of Eost 
Prussia and a renewal of the drive 
toward Krakow, 35 miles ahead and 
40 mllos from German Sllosia. 


In tho west the allies have had 


just, about enough time to solidify 
thoir gains and reorganize their 
supply. Many rear echelons which 
were In England until a few days 
ago are now \n France. German 
forces in Western Holland are re- 
porting retiring en masse through 
the gap north of Arnhem, whose 
capture will probably signal tho 
big push. 


If renewed drives for the Rhine, 


East Prusala and Silesia do devel- 
op simultaneously, all the old fa- 
vorite terms for describing broad 
military action will bo out of date.

many things he cannot tell you— 
hut I can.

We live on those wsekly Red Cross 
food parcels because what the Ger- 
mans give us to eat, one would not 
feed to p.g»—just a slice of black 
broad, a brfwl of foul-smelling soup 
midi from dehydrated vegetables 
and two small potatoes a day."
